BERLIN, Dec. 18.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Inthe Reichstag the 
new commercial treaties came up on 
third reading. Kersoff spoke in oppo- 
sition. He expressed fears as to the 
results. 


Caprivi responded and said that if 
Kersoff failed to see the political signifi- 
é¢ance of the McKinley bill and Pan- 
American policy he must decline to dis- 
cuss the question of foreign policy with 
him. 


The treaties with Austria-Hungary, 
Italy and Belgium. were adopted. 

Emperor William received news. of 
the passage of the new commercial 
treaties while at a banquet at Feltow 
tonight. He arose, informed the com- 
pany of the news and warmly eulogized 
“The conclu- 
sion of the treaty,’’ he said, ‘“‘is one of 
the most important and vital events in 
the history ofthe Reichstag. Iam con- 
vinced that not only the fatherland, but 
the millions of subjects of other coun- 
tries united with us in this customs 
league, will sooner or later bless this 
day. Llask youtodrink to the health 
of General Count von Caprivi.”’ 

Emperor William has made Chanc@- 
lor von Caprivi a count as a reward for 
his efforts in the successful establish- 
ment of the commercial treaties. 

Vienna, Dec. 18.—The Commercial 
Treaties Committee of the Reichsrath 
today adopted the German, Belgian and 
Swiss treaties. 25 to 3, and the Italian 
treaty, 22to 6. 


CAPTIVES IN THE SOUDAN., 


Forty Europeans Held as Prisoners by the 
Mahdists. 

Carro, Dec. 18.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] More news is received 
by Austrian missionaries, who have ar- 
rived at Liorasko, near Wady-Half 
afser escaping from the hands of thi 
Mahdists. In an interview Father 
Ohrwalier states that forty Europeans 
are still held in captivity in Omdurman. 
These captives, he says, are kept loaded 
with manacles, are often cruelly beaten 
and are so strictly guarded they have 
lost all hope of ever being able to effect 
their esca pe. 

The priest says that foodin the Sou- 
danisnowcheap. He declares, how- 
ever, that the people are tired of strife 
and desire the Egyptian government of 
the country restored. He avers that 
the dervishes are losing their ascen- 
dency. He says they havea big camp 
at Pashoda and their position there is 
strengthened by the possession ‘of 
steamer, but they dare not venture far 
from the Nile for fear of being attacked 
by hitherto friendly tribes. Slatin Bey 
is still alive, and belongs to the body 
guard of the Mahdi’s successor, but is 
closely watched. 


Combining Against the Young Czechs. 

Vienna, Dec. 18.—A speech in the 
Reichsrath on Wednesday by Herr 
Gregor, leader of the young Czechs, at- 
tacking the Germans and ruling dynasty, 
decided Von Taafe, the Austrian prime 
minister, to take an important step. 
He will now conclude the long pending 
negotiations with the Germans and add 
a member of the German” party to the 
cabinet. The coaiition cabinet and 
Germans give the ministry a majority 
strong enough to overcome all opposi- 
tion. 


_ Poisoned His Whole Family. 

BrvussEs, Dec. 18.—A dispatch from 
Nemours says that a shoemaker named 
Vanderaves for attempting to poison 
his brother has been’ sentenced to 
death. The evidence showed that Van- 
deraves had murdered three brothers 
and a sister within the past two years, 
and was. preparing to kili off the rest of 
the family, actuated by a desire to get 
their savings. 


‘Aan Irish Game Keeper Murdered. 
DusLin, Dec. 18.—A game keeper 
named Merrigan, in the service of Col. 
Close, was found murdered in the woods 
near Maryborough, Queens county, to- 
day. Hewasshot in the back of the 
head while setting a rabbit trap. 


“English Holders of Virginia’s Debt. 
Lonpon, Dec. 18.—A large meeting 
of English holders of the Virginia debt 
was heldtoday. It was decided to ac- 
cept the agreement effected between 
the Virginia State debt commission and 

the Olcott committee for settlement.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


A Report that Millionaire Pullman will 
Back the Enterprise. 

New York, Dec. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘I was told yesterday 
by President Warner Miller. of the Nic- 
aragua Canal Company,” said a promi- 
nent banker, ‘‘that George M. Pullman 
within forty-eight hours would become 
a large stockholder in that enterprise. 
Pullman was a warm personal friend of 
Gen. Grant, who often talked with him 
of the projected canal. When it was 
on the boards that Gen. Grant should be 
president and Gen. George B- McClel- 
lan chief engineer Pullman stood ready 
to back the enterprise largely. Gen. 
Alger of Michigan was present when 
Miller told me of Pullman's accession to 
the company and incidentally it leaked 
out thata large syndicate of gentle- 
men with whom the general is associ- 
ated in heavy timber-land investments 
on the Pacitic Coast was interested 
through its individual members in .the 
Nicaraguan scheme. It is said that 
with the canal open the great forests of 
the Pacific Coast would send lumber to 
the Atlamtic seaboard cheaper than it 
can now be brought from a 
Maine or Canada. ” 


QUEBEC EXCITED. 


The Political Situation at the — 
Point. 


Mercier’s Bitter Attack on the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor — He Charges Him 
with Trampling on Liberties 
of the People. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

QUEBEC, Dec. 18.—[By the Associated 
Monster mass-meetings are 
being organized by the Liberals through- 
out the province. The police are in 
readiness to march to the official resi- 
dence of the Lievtenant-Governor to 
protect it against any hostile demon- 
stration that may be made. The citi- 


zens of Stroche and St. Saveur especi- | 


are boiling withindignation. Mer- 
cier has made public his views on the 
political situation and published the 
correspondence between himself and 
the Lieutenant-Governor and the in- 
terim report of the royal commission. 
This report regrets that certain cor- 
respondence was not produced and 
concludes that it is not proven that 
Mercier knew of the existence of the 
bargain between Armstrong and 
Pacand, and that gentleman declares 
that he was benefited in a wav thereby. 
It is signed only by Judges Baby and 
Davidson. 
Mercier in his final reply to the Lieu-. 
tenant-Governor tells the latter that. 
he has had the audacity to do what the

gland without provoking a_ revolution 
of all good citizens. He says he must 
admit that.there is a limit to tyranny, 
and a man, though he may have been 


Prime Minister, is not a slave. 
Mercier characterizes the report 
as that of ‘two partisans from 
whom you have dragged an 
unjust and unfounded opinion, alto- 
gether informal and without legal 


value, containing gratuitous insults to 
your ex-ministers, supported by the 
great majority of the Legislature.”’ 
Mercier charges the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor witha personal and “autocratic 
government; with having carried out 
one of the most odious conspiracies ever 
entered into against the constitutional 
liberties of a frge people. He taunts 


the Governor with a desire to place, 


power in the hands of political friends 
against all rules of decency and with 
trampling under foot the dignity of the 
crown. The Governor’s conduct, he 
says, puts political institutions in jeop- 
ardy. He refers to the Pacific scandal 
and charges the Governor with support- 
ing the then guilty ministers. 

‘*Today,’’ says he, ‘‘you obey the will 
of the federal Prime Minister Abbott, 
who 'was himself a distributor of this 
bribery money tothe ministers. I will 
try to undo your nefarious work with 
the assistance of my colleagues and 
political friends.’’ 

In closing Mercier says: ‘You will 
shortly receive from Abbott, vour mas- 
ter, the price of your national treach- 
ery, and I shall go before the people 
and receive anew mandate which will 
enable me to resume the position from 
which you have driven me, and to 
chase you surely from Spenserword.”’ 


The Mexican Famine Exaggerated. 

City oF Mexico, Dec. 18.—Reports 
from reliable sourcesin every state in 
the republic are to the effect that ru- 
mors of great distress caused by fam- 
ine, and of rfoting by the impoverished 
people, are untrue, In Chihuahua, Du- 
rango, Zacatecas, Chiapas and Potosi 
crops failed, causing some suffering, 
but measures for the relief of the 
needy are already taken. There has 
been no actual starvation reported in 
any of these states. The federal and 
state governments and private indi- 
viduals are importing sufficient pro- 
visions to supply all needs. Exagger- 
ated reports have been sent to Europe 
regardihg the suffering in the different 
states. No state has asked for outside 
help. 


Bolivia Rejects Chile’s Treaty. 
Wasuineton, Dec, 18.—The Bureau 
of American Republics is informed that 
the Congress of Bolivia, by a majority 
of one vote, has rejected the treaty 
made with the new government of Chile. 
In this Bolivia granted Chile the exclu- 
sive and perpetual right of sovereignty 
over the province of Cobija, which has 
been in the possession of Chile since 
the war with Bolivia and Peru in 1881, 
in consideration that\Chile ceded to 
Bolivia certain commercial rights. It 
was also agreed to pay Bolivia $4,000,- 
000 for the benefit of subjects who 
suffered damages during the war of 
1881. It is understood the treaty will 

be referred back for modification.

Cuicaco, Dec. 18.—President Bonney, 
of the World's Fair Auxiliary, has 
mapped outa unique and comprehen- 
sive literary scheme in connection with 
the World's Fair congresses. He has 
sent invitations to famous men of let- 
ters of all countries asking them to pre- 
pare especially for the congresses some 
contributions of prose or verse.

The rupture of diplomatic relations be- 
tween France and Bulgaria on the pre- 
text of the expulsion of the French 
journalist, Chadouine, now fproves the 
‘initial step of a Frenelrdiplomatic 
scheme ‘to ask the Sultan to use his 
suzerain right to interfere in Bulgaria 
in the Russian interest. This develop- 
ment is no surprise to Lord Salisbury 
and his diplomatic allies in Vienna and 
Berlin. The Austrian government, 
probably acting in concert with Lord 
Salisbury and Chancellor von Caprivi, 
supports Bulgaria. 

The St. Petersburg VWedomosti, after 
suggesting that it is possible that 
France, failing to obtain gatisfaction, 
may blockade the Bulgarian ports, says: 


‘Russia will protest againstthe appear- | 


ance of French ironclads before Varna 
and Bourgas. If ,Ribot’s policy results 
thus the peace of Europe is over.’’ 


PROVIDING FOR A PRINCELING. 

The Conservative organs are trying 
to educate the British public into ap- 
proval of aparlimentary grant raising 
the income of the recently affianced 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale to £25,- 
OOO yearly. The Queen, it is under- 
stood, will not consent to open the 
coming session of ,Parliament unless 


the cabinet assents to taking the 
risk involved in bringing forward 


the proposal. The ministers are un- 
willing to go further than propose a 
dower for Princess Victoria Mary or an 
annuity of £5000 asa marriage settle- 
ment. The Radicals agree to a moder- 
ate dower, but to no further grant, and 
if the government venture to ask 
for a special provision forthe duke 
he opposition can reckon a vote of 200 
agaiust the measure.

New York, Dec. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The grand jury today 
returned an indictment against Edward 
M. Field, of the defunct firm of Field, 
Lindley, Weichers & Co., charging him 
with forgery in the second degree. 
The indictment is predicated on a state- 
ment made by the bankers, Knauth, Na- 
chod & Kuhine. 

As the investigation by District At- 
torney Nicoll into the failure of Fields, 
Lindley, Weichers & Co. progresses, 
the horizon darkens for Edward M. 
Field. So far as discovered the crooked 
transactions of the defunct firm foot up 
neaziy $400,000. This involves 
maWy well-known creditors of the part- 
nership headed by Field. . Today’s in- 
dictment against Field for forgery was 


The following statement was made by 
Knauth, Nachod & Kuhne relative to 
their connection with the Field failure; 
“It seems that Reuter of Hamburg, 
uncle of Weichers, one of the partners 
of the defunct firm, inherited $108,000 
from the Weichers estate. This money 
was left in Weichers’ hands. Thelatter 
used it for speculation and reported to 
his uncie that inside of sixty days the 
money had realized a profit of $8000 
aside from interest. The uncle, how- 
ever, pressed Weichers for the money. 
The latter on behalf cf the firm made 
outa sight draft for 498.000 marks 
on a firm in Mannheim, Ger- 
many, where the Field firm had 
no balance. They counted upon 
covering this draft by a_ cable 
transfer to obtainthe latter. There be- 
ing no funds, forgery was resorted to. 
On November 25 the firm arranged to 
make a cable transfer of 498,000 
marks (equal to $118,000) tothe firm 
in Mannheim and at the same time buy 
their sight bill of 325,000 marks on 
the same firm in Mannheim. such bill be- 
ing accompanied by shipping documents 
for 74,000 bushels of wheat per steam- 
ship Triumph. Some _ days _ pre- 
viously they sold us a_= similar 
bill ot 190,000 marks on _ the 
same firm accompanied by ship- 
ping documents for 430,000 bushels of 
wheat per steamship Dolcouth. All 
these shipping documents have since 
turned out forgeries. There were no 
such steamships in port at the time and 
no such wheat. Fortunately we dis- 
covered the forgery before the draft 
was presented and were able to stop 
payment. It was forthe above trans- 
action that Field was today indicted.’’

Crxctnnati, Dec. 18.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.}| A riot was narrowly 
avoided in the county treasurer's office“ 
this morning.

THE LOTTERY OCTOPUS. 


The Louisiana Tiger Loose in 
the Demoeratie Party. 


—- 


Inside Faets About the Political Rule 
of the Lottery. ioe 


The Wide Split in the State Demo- 
cratic Machine. 


Tacties of the Lottery Company — Large 
Donations to Charity—Ex-.Gov. 
McEnery Now Its Op- 
ponent, 


New Orveans, Dec. 14.-—-[Special to 
Tue Times.| The lottery question threat- 
ens to play the same part in Lonisiana’ 
today as the Virginia debt question 
which brought Mahone to power. for it 
is dividing the Democracy and endan- 
gering its success, if it does not bring 
about its defeat. Itistoday the chief 
political issue in Louisiana, far outrank- 
ing the tariff or the silver question. 

The lottery got its charter in 1468 
for twenty-five years, It was a small 
concern at first, and took no part in 
politics; but when in 1876 Lonisiana 
had a dual government it was forced 
to take a stand and recognize one or the 
other. It cast its fortunes with the 
Nicholls or Democratic government and 
contributed largely toward its final 
success, furnishing the funds with which 
a quorum in the Legislature was ob- 
tained, and thus bringing about the 
recognition of Nicholls by President 
Grant. Strangely, Nicholls isthe lot- 
tery’s worst enemy today. 

“The lottery, notwithstanding the aid 
it had thus given, was accused by the 
Democrats of intermeddling in State 
politics and some popular feeling was 
aroused against it in consequence. An 
attempt to enforce the law prohibiting 
the sale of any but Louisiana State 
Lottery tickets in New Orleans resulted 
in a contlict between the civil and 
criminal courts and the civil and crim- 
inal sheriffs—-for New Orleans, unlike 
most cities, has two sheriffs.. The op- 
position to the lottery was intensiiied | 
by this dificulty, and after a heated | 
fight in the Legislature the latter re- 
pealed the charter of the company in 
1879. It looked for a time, indeed, as 
though the company was yvone. but a 
lucky accident saved it. While the 
courts were still discussing the ques- 
tion whether the Legislature had a 
right to repeal the lottery privilege or 
not a constitutional convention was 
called. In this the lottery question 
came up, and a compromise was finally | 
agreed to thatthe company should be 
allowed to continue until 1895—the 
term of its charter—after which time 
it was provided that all lotteries should 
cease and be prohibited in Louisiana. 


such a contest just now, and which 
threatens to disrupt the Democracy— 
for the question before the people is to 
amend the article of the constitution, 
sO as to extend the charter of the com- 
pany until 1920, and to make lotteries 
illegal after that date. 

For a'while after the adoption of the 


on the lottery question, and the com- 
pany prospered greatly. It extended 
its business ‘over the Union, Canada and 
Latin-America. increasedits scheme 
and its income paid 85 percent a year 
dividend, and its stock went up ‘to 
$1400 for a share of the nominal value 
of $100, 

It was generally supposed that the 
company would allow its charter to 
lapse in 1895 and make no effort for an 
extension. A contrary ¢ourse, how- 
ever, was decided on, and the stock- 
holders concluded in 1889 toask for an 
extension and make more liberal offers 
tothe State. There is no doubt that 
this was brought about largely by the 
suggestion of outsiders. Goy. McEnery 
in his message to the Legislature in 
1888 declared that the revenues of 
Louisiana were not sufficient to meet its 
needs, and recommended an increase 
of the tax raté.° This was not at all 
popular, and a number of persons urged 
the lottery Company to come tothe 
reljef of Louisiana by offering to pay a 
large sum as annual license for an ex- 
tension of its charter. : 

The temptation was a great one, as 
the lottery had made itself popular in 
various ways by its charities and large | 
contributions, and it was thought that 
there would be very little opposition to 
itsrequest. At that time the bitter op- 
position aroused subsequently, the sav- 
age fight that followed and the split in 
Democratic party over tle issue could 
not be foreseen. The lottery, or itstwo 
principal stockholders, had contributed 
to nearly every charity or public 
enterprise in New Orleans. They built 
a church in New Orleanr and another in 
Biloxi, established a public library (the 
Howard Memorial), beautitied Lafayette 
Square, dug artesian welis, erected pub- 
lic fountains, established a system of 
public baths, and when the high water 
of 1490 came they gave £50,000 for 
the New Orleans levees and prevented 
an overflow, $150,000 to the State 
levees, besides sending four steamers 


district to relieve and rescue the people, 
and finally, wher the water went down, 
provided seed for them—spendiny on 
the overflow alone close on §80U,009. | 
When the Legislature met, soon after- 
ward, the lottery company came for- 
ward with a proposition to give the |

After a long, bitter* and sensational | 
fight the lottery amendment was) 
passed by, the Legislature by exactly a 
two-thirds majority, and the question 
of extending the charter was thus sub- 
mitted to the popular vote. Butif the 
lottery company had succeeded in 
winning this victory it was ata heavy 
sacrifice, forthe excitement in Louis- 
iana had called attention to it and 
had agitated Congress, and resulted in 
the passage by a ungnimous vote of the 
anti-lottery postal law, which shut_ the 
company out of the mails, and tnus cut 
off a large portion of its revenue. 

This Congressional! assistance also en- 
couraged the Antis in their struggle, 
and they inaugurated a vigorous and 
energetic campaign against the lottery.

The Democratic Central Committee 
met October 14 to arrange for theState¢ 
convention. It wrangled for a week, 
during all of which it looked as thnugh 
the Democratic party was going te 
pieces, but this was narrowly avoided. 
It was discovered that the Pros were in 
a majority and having things their own 
way they fixed the State convention for 


December 17. so that the trouble would . 


be over before the holidays. 

From that day to this the fight has 
been carried on from one end of Louisie 
ana tothe other. It was a picturesque 
campaign, like that of Harrison is 
1840. There were mass-meetings by 
the thousands. Barbecues ona a grand 
scale were given, with a far more ex- 
tensive bill of fare than the ordinary 
barbecues, gumbos in South Louisiana, 
torchiight processions and everything 
else to arouse and excite the people: 
New Orleans led off the fight and the ex» 
citement was well shown by the fact 
that guns were stored near the polls, 
ready for an emergency, for a fight 
was feared if not expected. 

The New Orleans election was a sad 
blow to the Antis, for they were badly 
defeated in every ward of the city, and 
it was shown that their religious and 
feminine support was of little .value to 
them. As the campaign proceeded the 
Pros proved themselves shrewder polite 
ical managers. Their candidate for 
Governor was S. D. McEnery. who had 
peen Governor from L881 to 1888, aud 
is now a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
avery popular man, while the Antis 
had been forced by the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance to accept a very weak candidate, 
Capt. T. S. Adams, State Commissioner 
of Agriculture and president of the 
Alliance. In case Adams won the Antis 
had determined to stick. an anti-lottery 
plank in the Democratic platform; 
in case McEnery was successful the 
understanding was that the 
amendment should be submitted toa 
Democratic white primary; that is, the 
white Democrats should pass on the 
question first before the State election, 
and if a’ majority of the whites de- 
clared in favor of the lottery them it 
was to be made part of the Democratic 
platform, and receive the support of the 
Democracy. which will assure its sue- 
cess beyond all doubt. 

From the day the conspiracy started 
the Democratic party began splitting 
and dividing in the various pariskes, 
double conventions in eighteen of the 
parishes and no less than 204 of the 
686 delegates were contested. Al- 
though the Antis fought desperately 
they fared baiiv. The Pros, or Mc- 
Enery men, secured a popular majority 
of 14,856 in a total vote at the Demo- 
cratic primaries of $2,460, and 117 
majority in the convention. 

But while the Antis fared badly. im 
Louisiana they got. aid and assistance 
outside the State. 
lottery com»any were indicted in Bos~ 
ton, Pittsburgh. Sioux Falls, St. Louis 
and a dozen other cities; and in New 
York a mass-meeting was held to ex- 
press its sympathy for -them and to 


start.a fund to aidthem. This, how- 
| ever, did little good, and it became evi- 


dent that the Antis were beaten in the 
convention. The question was natu- 
rally raised whether they would yield 
to defeat or carry on the fight. For 
the past week frequent conferences 
have been held by the Anti leaders to 
decide w at they would do. 

On the one side they were confronted 
by the probability that if they bolted it 
would lose the State to the Democracy; 
on this some of their leaders declared 
that it would be vetter to have the Re- 
publicans in power for four years taan 
the lottery for twenty-five, and the 
feeling was very strong that the ques- 
tion wds a moral rather than a political 
one, and that division in the Demo- 
cratic ranas would be preferable to the 
success of the party. 

The Republica s have been quiet 
throughout this quarrel in ‘the De no- 
eratic ranks, refusing to take any part 
in the lottery campaign, but expecting 
to capture the State through the divis- 
ions of the Democracy, and believing 
that if they won it now they can carry 
it in the Presidential election in VNo- 
vember. The situation is very similar 
to what it was when Mahone captured 
Virginia for the Republicans, 

fhe latest phase in the situation is 
presented in the telegraphic reports of 
the sitting Louisiana Democratic con- 
ventions.—Eb.

California a separate jurisdiction. 


PresipENt Gomrers of the American 
Federation of Labor is against the too 
indiscriminate and reckless system of 
boycdtts hitherto in vogue. If he had 
declared against the boycott in toto as 
an un-American andanarchistic method 
he would have been that much nearer 
right. In the long run, vicious systems 
never help a just cause, but, on the 
other hand, always tend to drag it down. 


Tue Democratic party of Louisiana 
having split in two on the lottery ques- 
tion, we may look for the hottest kind 
of acampaign. The sympathies of the 
non-gambling part of the country are 
with the split-offs. They are not only 
working to redeem the good name of 
their State, but incidentally they will 
demonstrate that it is possible for a 
public question to have two sides, even 
in the solid South, It ought to be pro- 
ductive of good all along the line. It 
will be a war of principles against un- 
limited boodle and corruption, but we 
hope there are enough right-thinking 
people in Louisiana to save their cause. 


Proctor Knott helped to‘ make him- 
self famous by his witty speech in Con- 
gress about twenty years ago ridiculing 
Duluth. He referred to it as ‘the 

zenith city of the unsalted seas,” and, 
by his many quips and quirks, set the 

whole country to laughing at the am- 
bitious Western entrepdt. But Duluth 
Was not to be laughed down. It has 
gone on flourishing untilit has become 
a great railroad center and a great 
market for Western produce. Last No- 
vember it received more wheat by two 
or three million bushels than the heaviest 
receipts ever registered in Minneapolis. 
Nobody expects to raise a laugh nowa- 
days by merely mentioning the name 
Duluth. 


It appears to us that several of the 
San Francisco dailies have been very 
intemperate in their discussions of the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court 
in the grand. jury case. They have at- 
tacked the court with great bitternéss, | 
impugning the motives and questioning 
the ability of the justices. The press 
of the State outside of San Francisco, 
while strongly opposed to the boodle 
gangs, has still been candid enough to 
concede the correctness of the principle 
maintained by the court. We have not 
seen an adverse comment on the decis- 
fon in any paper outside of San Fran- 
cisco. It is a great outrage that scoun- 
drels cannot be reached by a grand 
jury, which should be possible of crea- 
tion legally. 


WE hope that a strong movement will 
be made to oust Gov. Hill of New York 
from his seat in the United States Sen- 
ate. It ought to bea settled prir ciple 
of government that aman cannot hold 
two offices at once. In fact, sucha law 
is necessary for the maintenance of our 
institutions. Suppose that a majority 
of the members of the Senate or the 
House of Representatives should hap- 
pen to be office-holders in their several 
States, and that each elected to stay at 
home and perform the duties of his 
State office as Gov. Hill has done: what 
would become of national legislation? 
The Democratic party has always been 

ready to pursue the doctrine of States’ 
rights, even to the disruption of the Gen- 
eral Government, and Gov. Hill's course 
attacks a fundamental principle just as 
secession did. 


In San Bernardino last Tuesday, as 
already noted in these columns, a coro- 
mer’s jury rendered a verdict on the 
death of George Lord, Jr., in. which it 
charged ‘‘criminal neglect on the part 
of Mrs. George Ward, who was em- 
ployed as a nurse and Christian science 
healer, influencing the deceased's friends 
@gainst the emplovment of a competent 
physician to administer proper medical 
treatment. That we censure her and 
the practice of Christian science and 


their so-called treatments as dangerous 


to the good of the community, and we 
hold her (Mrs. George Ward) as re- 
sponsible for the death of the de- 
ceased.”’ Itistime that the resporfRi- 
bility for so much malpractice or neg- 
lect perpetrated inthe name of Chris- 
tian science should be rigidly fixed 
upon the guilty ones. It will be in 
erder now for a San Bernardino grand 
jury to indict Mrs. George Ward, and 
bring this matter to an issue. If people 
may be punished for practicing such 
cruel and harmful fads we ought to 
know it, and then the public will de- 
mand an enforcement of the laws.

The Naval Situation 

The whereabouts of the American 
navy is a matter of considerable inter- 
est just now, and it is pleasant to note 
that seven fine ships are so situated as 
todo the most good on . very ‘short no- 
tice. The Yorktown is at Valparaiso, 
where she will be joined by the Boston 
in a few days. 
San Francisco, where she has taken 
aboard a fresh supply of ammunition 
and stores. She is ready to’sail at a 
moment's notice. The Charleston is 
at Honolulu awaiting orders. The 
Baltimore was at Callao, Peru, 
a few days ago and is supposedly on her 


j way to San Francisco to be fitted out. 


That makes five warships already in the 
Pacific waters. On the Atlantic side 
the Chicago and the Bennington were 
at St. Thomas a few days ago. They 
will soon be at Rio Janeiro and will then 
be within easy striking distance of the 
Chilean coast. This makes a fleet of 
seven first-class modern cruisers, carry- 
ing an aggregate of sixty-two six and 
eight-inch guns, anda full complement 
of rapid-firing machine guns, 

Against these heavy-weights the Chil-. 
eans have practically no modern vessel 
but the Esmeralda fit to fight. Their 
new cruisers, the Errazuriz and the 
Pinto, are not yet fitted out for service, 


Prat, now building in France, will not 
be ready for two months: 

If the superiority of our force is suf- 
ficient to overawe the high-tempered 
and obstreperous Chileans so that they 
conclude to make the proper amends 
without fighting itis the best that can 
be hoped for. 


The Need of an Outlet. 

The opening of Broadway through the 
hills on the northwest, thus dispensing 
with the unsightly and awkward cul de 
sacasit now exists, and giving direct 
communication with the upper part of 
the city and East Los Angeles, is a pub- 
lic improvement which should not be 
lost sight of. . 

One of the hitherto safe and availa- 
ble carriage-ways connecting the two 
important parts of town—Buena Vista 
street—has been given up tothe electric 
railway and its track is now being laid. 
This thoroughfare is not very wide, and 
when the electric cars are run upon it 
and over the Buena Vista street bridge 
it will not be desirable or even safe for 
driving purposes, « 

Thus, of the eae w ays to cross the 
river'to East Los Angeles, there is not 
one left free for carriages. “The Kuhrts 
street bridge is the best of the lot, but 
that has a horse-car trackupon it, and 
involves a wide detour in going from 
the center of business on the one side 
to the center on the other. Certainly 
drivers of vehicles have some rights 
that the authorities are bourd to re- 
spect. The three bridges having been 
given up to street car service, the only 
decent alternative is to provide another 
carriage way and another bridge. 

By the extension of Broadway as out- 
lined, and the building of a new bridge, 
such a way might be provided. Many 
ofthe residents on Fort Hill are in 
favor of a tunnel extending through to 
Buena Vista street: Very well, then, 
let's have a tunnel. But for necessity’s 
sake, let us have something. 


A Good Way to Fight the Scale Bugs. 

The San Francisco Examiner says 
complaints are made that oranges are 
finding their way into that market dis- 
colored with scale. San Bérnardino 
oranges are mentioned as the most fila- 
grant examples, but other sections are 
.not without offense. The Examifier very 
properly observes that “there should be 
strict watch and inspection on ship- 
ments of fruit and trees. A reckless dis- 
regard of the warnings and experience 
of the past will make it impossible to 
stamp out the pests that now afflict Cal- 
| ifornia orchards and will allow them to 
spread to localities that are not-now af- 
flicted. The counties of the State have 
full authority under the law to stamp 
out disease in the orchards within their 


own borders and to prevent the impor- 
tation of diseased fruit or stocks from 
other localities. If any counties are 


| short-sighted enough not tosee that the 
pests are eradicated trom their orchards

they should find their product shut out 
from other counties.”’ 

This is correct doctrine. The kinds 
of parasites that infest the fruit are 
red and yellow scale and the fungus at+ 
tendant upon the black scale. All of 
these may be eradicated without exces- 
sive expense by the fumigating process. 
There should be no excuse, there- 
fore, for sending smutty and scaly 
fruit to market. If the cities them- 
selves would pass stringent ordinances 
on the subject and see that they are 
enforced shiftless and greedy growers 
would have no chance to dispose of 
their discreditable products, and they 
would soon attend to their orchards. 
Thus the pests would no longer be scat- 


tered broadcast through the State, and 


the fruit-growers’ millenium bea be 
hastened. 


Two days ago the Daily Customhouse 
and San Pedro Evening Express, edited 
by aman who had his head blown off 
years ago by Messenger Mike Tobey on 
top of the grade inthe Sierra Nevada, 
made aconfession.

His sleigh-bell solo 
is very fine. Charles W. Goodyear in his 
anti-fat aud anti-lean specialty convulsed 
the house with laughter, and when he took 
himself off the stage at the end of his turn 
there was nota dry eye in the house. He 
is very funny. Symonds and Hughes are 
great delineators of the old. plantation 
darkey, but the star of this team is young 
Rastus, a colored urchin who is apparently 
without a bone in his body.

SIMPSON AUDITORIUM.—The concert given 
last night by the Pasadena Choral Society 
was a very creditable one, and, in the solo 
work, much more than that. The cantata 
of The Holy City by A. R: Gaul, while ‘it con- 


tains a few-numbers showing both beauty |’ 


and originality, is, as a whole, a some- 
what pretentious and perfectly inade- 
quate imitation of Handel's masterly 
work in,the same direction. With such ex- 
cellent material and such vivid and spirited 
leading as Mr. Taylor cannot help but give 
the Choral Society might. as well have pre- 
sented, even more acceptably, some entirely 
worthy composition.

Mr. Logie has a strong tenor, eminently 
suited for serious work as in oratorio, but 
its effect is badly .marred by a mechanical 
delivery. Mr. Kutner showed a marked 
advance since his début in opera some 
months ago. 

The programme also included Rossini’s 
Infammatus and a selection from The Re- 
demption by Gounod. 

Although the only accompaniment was by 
piano and small organ it was so skillfully 
supplied by Prof. Wilde and Miss Alice Cole- 
man as to add materially to the volume 
and finish of the performance. 

The Choral Society has shown itself fully 
capable of solid classical work and should 
not delay to set itself astill higher stand- 
ard of composition.

FOSTER’S FORECASTS. 


Two More General Storms to Come 
This Month, 


A Blizzard Predicted for the Interior of 
the Country and the Atlantic 
and Plenty of Rain 
and Snow, 


_ 1891, BY Ww. T. FosTER.] 

Sr. Joserx (Mo.,) Dec, 18, 1891.—My 
last letter gave forecasts of the storm 
wave due to cross the continent from 
the 16th.to the 20th, and the next 
storm wave will be due to reach the 
Alaskan coast not far west of the Co- 
lumbia River about Dec. 20. The 
froat of thisstorm center will cross the 
Rocky Mountains about thé 21st, affect- 
ing the weather as far south as north- 
ern New Mexico and causing warmer 
weather further south while the storm 
is in the Rocky Mountains. The storm 
center will enter the western portion of 
the great central valleys aboutthe 224d, 
and by the close of the day it will show 
largely increased energy. Its path will 
probably be through Colorado toward 
the southeast, followed on the plains 
and far into Texas by at least a severe 


‘cold wave and probably a blizzard. 


The continuéd path of the center of 
this storm will probably be in the 
direction of St. Louis or south of that 
point and it will cross the ninety-first 
meridian—about the line of the Missis- 
sippi River—about December 23, andon 
that day or the day following the storm 
center will become a furious winter 
storm, while a cold wave--probably a 
blizzard—will, at the same time, de- 
velop in the upper Missouri Valley. 
While the center of this storm is in 
the middle portions of the great valleys 
warm weather will be general over 
Texas andthe Southern States, with 


frequent showers of rain in most of the . 


Southern States as the warm wave 
moves slowly eastward, Not far from 
the 24th a cool wave will reach Texas 
and gradually extend southeastward 


‘into Florida by the 25th or 29th. 


On the’24th the storm center will af- 


fect the Ohio Valley while the warm 


wave wiil be reaching the Atlantic 
States. At the same time the cold wave 
will be spreading out over the Missouri 


and Mississippi Valleys above St. Louis. ° 


About the 25th the storm center will 
reach the Atlantic States and the cold 
wave will be entering the Ohio Valley. 
At this time the storm wave on the At- 
lantic Coast will be losing energy, and 
as it passes out by way of the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence Valley onto the At- 
lantic Coast about the 26th it will be- 
come only a moderate storm. 

Severe gales may be expected in the 
vicinity of the upper lakes about the 
23d and 24th, while the storm center is 


at its greatest force in the middle. 


Mississippi Valley. 


A large amount of rain and snow will © 


fall in the United States from the ef- 
fects of this disturbance and_ the 
weather of every part of the North 
American continent will be affected by 
it. Precipitation will not occur every- 
where, but the heat, cold, clouding and 
clearing weather of the whole conti- 
nent will be dominated, controlled, by 
that storm wave. 

Ihave thus given forecasts of this 
storm wavemore in detail than usual 
because Iregard them as of more than 
usual importance. No other meteor- 
ologist would undertake to give the de- 
tails of a storm wave as I havein the 
above, and while readers of these fore- 
casts are watching ready to-criticise 
any error I may makein reference to it, 
they should remember that while my 
letters are dated later these calcula- 
tions are necessarily made on December 
7, sixteen days before the storm center 
is due tocross the Mississippi Valley. 
My readers will also note that I do not 
undertake to give the exact date that 
any feature of the weather will reach 
any given point, but usually use the 
term ‘‘about.’’ By this I mean that the 
weather event will occur at that place 
within twenty-four hours of sunset— 
before or after—eon the date mentioned. 

This gives the agriculturists and oth- 
ers a long-range forecast which, while 
it is not infallible, is reliable to that 
extent which has given my weekly let- 
ters a circulation of 2,000,000. with 
at least 5,000,000 readers. I claim 
that not less than four-fifths of my 
weather forecasts are verified within 
twenty-four hours before or after the 
dates I give. The Weather Bureau of 
the United States, with all’. its vast fa- 
cilities, ought to be almost infallible in 
its predictions covering twenty-four 
hours in advance, and the two com- 
bined, especially if the electrical the- 


| ory of weather changes were encour- 


aged and aided by the General Govern- 
ment, ought to give to the masses satis- 
factor forecasts of the weather. 

My last storm wave of December will 
be due to leave the Pacific Coast abaut 
the 26th, croay the Rocky Mountains 

about the 27th,’ cross the great central 
valleys from the 28th to the 30th and 
reach the Atlantic coast about-the 31st. 

Isee nothing remarkable about this 
storm wave except that all our winter 
storms will be of more than average 
force. The cold wave following it will 
be very severe in extreme northern lat- 
itudes, but I am of opinion that it will 
not penetrate the Southern States witb 
any great degree of severity. 

] will again repeat that I expect the 
coldest part of the winter and the most 
severe winter storms to occur after the 
first week.in January, and that the 
winter will be more severe in the great 
central valleys than on the Atlantic 
coast. . T. Fostes.

Five Southern Connties Agree Upon 
Harmonious Action. 


The Preparation of a First-class LIillus-

‘The Executive Committee of the 
Southern California Bureau of Informa- 
tion, which was organized on the 8th 
inst., as fully reported in’ Tae TIMEs, 
held a meeting yesterday in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms, President Dan 
Freeman in the chair, C. D. Willard 
secretary. 

The chairman remarked that he 
already had numerous applications for 
positions, also from people who want to 
write up the movement for Eastern pa- 
pers—at a good round price per line. 
Mr. George A. Rice,,the veteran and 
inveterate peripatetic periodical pub- 
lisher, had made an offer to get out a 
brand-new monthly under the auspices 
of the bureau. .Mr. Freeman said that 
he had told everybody that the bureau 
had no money, but that if they were 
‘willing to do the work for nothing they 
should fire away. 

At the previous meeting the chair- 
man and secretarv had been instructed 
to draw upasetof by-laws. These were 
read by the secretary. After being dis- 
cussed section by section, and amended 
in places, they were adopted as fol- 
lows. the routine sections being here 
omitted: 

This organization has for its object the 
compiiing, editing and distributing of au- 
thentic and impartial information concern- 
ing Southern California. 

The members of this organization shall 
be the six counties of Southern California, 
viz: Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino, Orange and tai Diego; to 
be represented in all regular and special 
meetings by duly accredited delegates, as 
hereinafter provided, 

The delegates who shall .represent the 


counties having membership in this organi- 


zation shall be apportioned as follows; Santa 
Barbara 3, Ventura 2, Los Angeles 22, San 
Bernardino 5, Orange 3, San Diego 7. 

These delegates shall be elected by the 
Boards of Supervisors of the various coun- 
ties, but any Board of Supervisors may re- 
fer the élection of its delegates to any com. 
mercial organization existing within the 
county. 

The delegates from each county shall 
hold office for such time as the Board of 
Supervisors of that county may designate, 
or until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. | 

The presence of a majority of. the. dele. 
gates shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, but no assessment 
shall be voted without the consent of two- 


thirds of all the delegates as hereinafter | 


provided. 

The officers of this organization shall be. 
a president, a first vice-president and a 
second vice-president, who shall be dele- 
gates, and a treasurer and a secretary. 
‘The officers elected at the convention held 
in Los Angeles December 8, 1291, at which 
this Bureau of Information was founded, 
shall hold office for one year, or until their 
successors areelected and qualified. Off- 
cers who are elected in the future shall 
hold office from the annual meeting when 
they are elected to the next succeeding an- 
nual meeting, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. The officers shall 
perform the usual duties of their pcesitions. 

There shall be an Executive Committee 
made up of six delegates,*one to be. chosen 
from each county, by the majority vote of 
the entire delegation from that county, ex- 
cept that the president shall ,be ex-officio 
member of the Executive Committee from 
his county. ie. 

The Executive Committee shall possess 
and may exercise all the powers of the 
Bureau of Information when the latter is 
not in session, subject to such limitations 


as may be established by these by-laws or” 


by action of the bureau. Itshall meet once 
a month in the city of Los Angeles on such 
a day and atsuchatime as it m&y itself 
establish. The presence of four members 
shall constitute the quorum necessary for 
the transaction of business, but the action 
taken by a less number may be made the 
formal decision of the committee if the 
written agreement of five members of the 
committee can be secured to such action. 
The Executive Committee shall have power 
to make use of the funds of the bureau in 
the furtherance of the objects laid down in 
article 2 of these by-laws and for the gen- 
eral expenses of maintaining an office for 
the transaction of the business of the or- 
ganization, but for no other purpose, ex- 
cept as may be provided by the action of 
the bureau. It shall act upon all bills 
brought against the bureau.and pay by 
warrant on the treasurer as hereinbefore 
provided. 

The regular meetings of the delegates ot 
the Bureau of Information shail take place 
annually on the second Wednesday of De- 
cember at 10:30 a.m, at the office of the 
bureau in the City of Los Angeles. 

Special meetings of the delegates of the 
Bureau of Information ‘may he called at 
any time by the Executive Committee, or 
they may be called by the president on the 
written request of not less than twenty-two 
delegates. 
 §$Special meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee may be called at any time by the 
president. 

The funds of the Bureau of Information 
shall be obtained by assessments on the 
various counties in proportion to the num. 
ber of delegates, as svecified in article IV. 

All assessments shall be levied by the 
vote of atwo-thirds majority of the dele- 
gates of the bureau, obtained either in an 
annual or a special meeting, or by the sig- 
nature of a majority of the delegates placed 
to a paper circulated by the Executive 
Committee for that purpose. 

Any county which fails to pay its assess- 
ment may, after due notification from the 
Executive Committee, be deprived of mem- 

vership in the organization. 

As soon as these by-iaws shall have 
‘peen adopted by the Executive Com- 
mittee they shall become operative as 
regards that commitiee, and acopy shall 
be sent by the secretary to each delegate of 
the bureau. If attheendof thirty days 

from the date at which they are dispatched 
by mail from the office of the secretary 
protests have not been filed by more than 
one-half o¥ the delegates they shall become 
operative for the Bureau of Information 
and shall so continue until altered or 
amended, 


These by-laws may be amended at any | 


annual or special meeting of the bureau 
by a two-thirds vote of the delegates pres- 
ent, notice having been given at least five 
days before the meeting toevery delegate 
of the bureau. ¥ 

Any amendment which has been approved 
by a two-thirds ;ote of the Executive Com- 
mittee may be ‘sent: by. the secretary to 
each delegate of,.the bureau, and if it is re- 
turned bearing the approval of two-thirds 
of allthe delegates’ it shall become a part 
of these by-laws. 

The order of business of either the bu- 
reau or the Executive Committee may be 
suspended or temporariiy changed at any 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 

bers present. 

A discussion followed as to the ways 
-and means of attaining the object of 
the bureau, especialiy the pest plan oi 
preparing a pamphlet descriptive oi 
Southern California. It was suggestec 
that there should be a general article 
on Southern California and separate 
compilatio@ of statistics about eact. 
county, the latter to be prepared a’ 
home. The publishing of «glittering 
generalities’’ was strongly deprecated. 
It was the sense of-those present tha‘ 
facts should be givenand exaggeratio1 

voided. 


The president suggested:that a prize 


of $100 be offered for the best genera: 


article on Southern California of about 
fifty pages, pamphlet size. The secre- 
tary suggested that no man who under- 
stood the business and would be de- 
pended on for good work could one 
take the jobat that price, even if 
knew it would be accepted., The*pres* 
dent remarked that he had an offer 
from a man who would prepare the 
whole pamphlet for $150. 

The secretary said that a pamphict of 
fifty pages, 50,000 copies, would cost 
to print about $1500. He added that 
no man would travel over the country 
and get the necessary statistics on a 
chance of getting a prize which would 
be poor pay for the work ina news- 
paver office. 

The chairman proposed that a pam- 
phlet be prepared to cost $2000. 

Mr. Smith of Ventura suggested a fine 
pamphlet, if one was to be got out at 
all, one that would be put on the draw- 
ing-room tables and not thrown into a 
waste-basket. He thought -that a pam- 
phiet should be got up to cost $5000. 
If the matter was brought before the 
Boards or Supervisors, as it should be, 
there ought to be no trouble in raising 
the necessary expense. Georgia, Ala- 
bama and other parts of the South had 
issued pamphlets that are works of art. 

The question of inserting advertise- 
ments was brought up. The secretary 
showed that in this manner the cost 
might be greatly lessened, if not covered 
altogether. 

Mr. Bundy of Orange did not approve 
of advertisements. ‘He thought the 
main success of the Chicago exhibit was 
due to.the absence of-advertising. He 
would rather put $1000 into a pamphlet 
let without advertisements than $300 
into one withthem. He favored some- 
thing 3mall, that could be put into a 
large envelope. 

The president thought that if they 
got up an artistic pamphlet that would 
be preserved they could obtain enough 
advertisements to pay for the whole 
thing. 

A motion was made to prepare an el- 
egant pamphlet to cost $5000, one-half 
to be paid. by the Supervisors and one- 
half by advertising. | 

The president thotght’ it would be 
better to make the advertising pay for 
the whole thing. 

Mr. McKoon favored a small pam- 
phiet giving thefacts. He thought that 
Charles Dudley Warner’s ‘‘Our Italy”’ 
in cheap form, with some facts added, 
might be a good thing. It- was shown, 
however, that this would cost too much. 

The president said that he had a prop- 
osition from one correspondent to write 
a letter a week toa syndicate of 150 
papers, including ‘the New York 
Tribune, for $1000 a year. 

Mr. Smith of Ventura moved to rec- 
ommend the publication of a pamphlet 
to cost about $5000, the edition to be 
50,000 copies. 


This ‘Was amended by. Mr. McKoon to | 


omit the figures of price and make it 
read an elegant pamphlet of 100,060 
copies, which motion was carried. 

The matter of ascertaining the proba-. 
able expense of such a pamphlet was 
left to a committee consisting of the 
president and secretary. 

Mr. Smith of Ventura urged that th 
pamphlet should be of modern character, 
not the dull, stereotyped form. 
~The meeting then adjourned, to meet 
January 22.. 

The following were present at tho 
meeting: Dan Freeman, president‘ 
Los Angeles, M. J. Bundy, Orange, 
Hosmer P. McKoon, San Diego; G. C. 
Welch, Santa Barbara aud George M. 
Smith, Ventura. San Bernardino was 
not represented. 

The utmost good feeling prevailed be- 
tween the representatives of the differ- 
ent counties who all appeared animated 
by a sincere desire to inaugurate a 
practical movement for the systematic 
advertising of the resources of Southern 
California. 


FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


A Woman Suffrage Resolution Adopted— 
Gompers Re-elected President. 

BIRMINGHAM (Ala.,) Dec. 18.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The convention of 
the American Federation of Labor 
adopted a resolution at its morning ses- 
sion favoring a woman suffrage amend- 
ment to the Constitution. | 

The convention refused to adopt a 
resolution recommending political ac- 
tion on the part of trades unions. 

A resolution passed demanding that 
no further subsidy be paid the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company unless the 
company discharge all Chinese and 
Japanese in its service: also a_ resolu- 
tion to amend the shipping act of 1890 
so as to make vessels liable to damages 
for cruelty to sailors at the hands of 
ofticers. 

In the afternoon the constitution was 
amended so that. in. the case of the 
deathoof the president the Executive 
Council snall temporarily fill the va- 
cancy from its membership, instead of 
the first vice-president succeeding as 
now. A proposition for the e&tablish- 
ment of an official organ to be edited by 
the president was voted down by an 
overwhe@ming majority. 

The Committee on Rules reported un- 
favorably on the resolution offered by 
a Michigan delegate prohibiting hold- 
ers of political offices from acting as or- 
ganizers. There was a long discus- 
sion which brought out the fact that 
the resolution was aimed at a certain 
sidewalk inspector. Most of the speak- 
ers spoke of wise laws and great re- 
forms brought about by working people 
having their own representatives in leg- 
islatures. The convention concurred 
in the unfavorable report. : 

Gompers was reélected president, re- 
ceiving 1386 votes, against 535 for 
Barth of Wheeling and 13 for De la Bar 
of New York. | 

A motion to make Gompers’s election 
unanimous was objected to by Delegate 
Hardin. Other incumbents were also 
reélected. 


A RATE WAR. 


The Alton Threatens a Reduction from 
Kansas City to Chicago. 

Cuicaco, Dec.. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A rate war is about to 
openup in Missouri River passenger 
rates which ‘may spread rapidly. The 
Alton road served notice. on the West- 
ern Passenger Association that unless 
the short line rates from Kansas City 
to Cincinnati via Chicago were with- 
drawn withintwenty-four hoursthe Al- 
ton would make a reduction of $2 from 
Kansas City to Chicago. The Rock 
Island and Atchison, neither of which 
has a St. Louis outlet to Southern In- 
diana and Ohio, were particularly in- 
dignant and the meeting today ended

WANTED—A PUBTIC HOSPITAL. 

THE TIMES has on more than one occasion 
called attention to the advisability—if not 
the necessity+-ot establishing a public hos- 

italin Pasadena. The reporter has been 

nvestigating the matter for sev@ral days 
past, and, besides learning the opinions of 
ask prominent in charitable work, he 
as been apprised of facts that more forci- 
bly than ever illustrate the importance of 
establishing such an institution here. 

It is a well-known fact that many inva- 
lids—noticeably young men—come to Pas- 
adena every vearinthe hope of being re- 
stored to health. In many instances such 
people arrive here in the last stages of con- 
sumption, unattended and not possessing 
sufficient means to secure the services of a 
nurse. Not long ago a young man sought 
admission at a well-known boarding-house. 
He was very near death’s door. Inquiry 
developed the fact that he could not afford 
a nurse, and although the Y.M.C.A., with 
the true Christian spirit that has always 
characterized that body, promised to fur- 
nish watchers at night, the landlady was 
compelled to turn him away, not having 
sufficient time at her disposal to give him 
proper attention during the day. This 
is but an instance. Another’ case 
is fresh in mind, where a member 
of the much-abusedq Salvation Army took 
into his home an invalid visitor and nursed 
him faithfully until the end came, even 
going so far as to sacrifice the work which 
furnished him an humble means of liveli- 
hood in order that he might better care for 
the stranger within his gates, 

Many similar cases might be cited. As 
the matter stands invalids in moderate cir- 
cumstances and unable to take care of 
themselves are continually arriving here 
and the great majority of them find 
dificulty in obtaining proper . accommoda- 
tions and medical attention. Why not have 
a public hospitalY What better disposition 
could some one of our many wealthy and 
philanthropic citizens make of a portion of 
his wealth? The members of the United 
Samaritan Society are interesting them- 
selves in the matter, but it is a cardinal 
principle of this society to keep itself free 
of debt, and so it can do nothing unaided. 

Briefiy outlined the plan would be to rent 
a building, well located and with plenty of 
sunny rooms. The furnishing would not 
entail much expense, for it would be safe to 
predict that the churches and private in- 
dividuals would take an jnterest in fitting 
up the apartments comfortably. The ser- 
vices of a matron would be required and 
this would constitute one of the chief items 
of expense. Thecost of medical attendance 
would not be material, as a number of phy- 
sicians’of town have expressed their willing- 
ness to donate a portion of their time to 
the service‘of such aninstitution. The cost 
of running the hospital ought not exceed 
$1000 a year, andifit were started ona 
firm basis it would soon become. self-sus- 
taining. The patients should be required 
to pay moderate fees, and those in indigent 
circumstances should be admitted free. 

It is stated that an elderly and wealthy 
guest atone of the leading hotels in town 
has become much interested in the matter 
and he promises te will a portion. of his 
fortune to the founding of such an institu- 
tion. 

It is to be hoped that the matter will re- 
ceive some practical encouragement with- 
out much further delay. Certainiv if the 
money were forthcoming, the charity soci- 
eties could be counted upon to carry on the 
Work and effect much good thereby.

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


necticut Girl. 
[Exchange.] 
When the scientific girl of the perio 
is struck by lightning and lives the first 
use she makes of returned consciousness 
is to write an account of the whole oc- 
currence to a newspaper. ‘This was 
what Miss Mary C. Avery of Ledyard, 
Ct.. did. Her story appears in the Pop- 
ular Science News, and if is full of in- 
terest as well as of value scientifically. 
Miss Avery was struck while return- 
ing inacarriage from church, though 
she neither saw nor heard the crash. 


Her father and mother were with her. 


and presently they saw that she was 
“toppling over.’’ Her puise was all 
gone, apparently, and her body was 
limp. 

They carried her at once into a house 
near by and administered brandy and 
water. It was half an hour before she 
regained consciousness to some extent, 
though she showed signs of life almost 
immediately, and was seized with con- 
vulsions so tremendous that it required 
two men to hold her. She remembers 
nothing at all of these spasms, and re- 
marks incidentally, **This goes to prove 
that the contortions about which some 
people raise objections in electrical exe- 
cutions are not indicative of conscious 
suffering.” 

The lightning struck her on the left 
side of her head, face and neck and 
burned her severely.’ Her first feeling 
on réturning te herself was one of in- 
tense pain.

‘THE LAWLESS BOYCOTT. 


The San Franeisco “Abend Post’s’’. 


Position Upheld. 


A Decision Rendered by the Directors of 
the Employers’ Association— 
The Typographical Union 
Badly Scored. 


{San Francisco Chronicle. Dec. 17.] 

The directors of the Board of Mannu- 
facturers and Employers'rendered a de- 
cision yesterday in the case of the 
Abend Post against German Typograph- 
ical Union No. 22, which had been sub- 
mitted to them for investigation. The 
decision is a long one and treats every 
point in the controversy separately and 
exhaustively, but in conclusion the 
union and the Federated Trades are 
strenuously urged to immediately with- 
draw the boycott on the Abend Post. 

The principal points in the decision 
are as follows: ‘‘The controversy 
arose from the fact that the Abend Post 
proprietors contend that they have a 
perfect right to use stereotype plates in 
their columns and that they also have a 
right to form themselves into a cor- 
poration. The Typographical Union 
claims that the use of plates is against 
the established rules of the union and 
that the corporation was formed to de- 
feat these rules. 

‘The evidence gathered shows that 
out of 17,000 papers published in the 
United States 12,000 are using stereo- 
typed plates, andthat by the use of

plates many papers manage to exist and 
to give employment to printers, which 
would have to cease publication were 
they compelled to discard all stereo- 
typed matter. Among the papers re- 
ferred to are many labor organs, & 
wellas papers published in large cities. 
In the preparation of these plates a 
large number of union compositors are 
employed, and the International Union 
does not prohibit their use, 

‘‘The reduction of the force of print- 
ers employed by the Abend Post is not 
due to the use of plates, but is the re- 
sult of the boycott, so that the latter 
has resulted in an injury ratherthan a 
benefit tolabor. The union has an in- 
disputable right to refuse the seryices 
of its members to any paper, but it in 
no wise follows however, that this 
right is any justification fora boycott. 
The exercise of the conditions con- 
trolling the services of the printers 
carries with it the equal right on the 
part of the employers’ to control and 
manage their own business, 

‘It appears from the evidence that 
the allegations on the part of the 
Abend Post that the demand from the 
union concerning the discontinuance of 
plate-matter was made peremptory is 
not substantiated, due notice having 
been given. The refusal of the union 
to permit its members who became 
stockholders to withdraw from the 
union is in direct opposition to the idea 
of coéperative labor, that has been uni- 
versally claimed as the grand panacea 
from all the ills resulting from conflicts 
between employer and employé.”’ 

The committee concedes the right of 
workingmen to organize for the better- 
ment of their condition, their right to es- 
tablish and maintain such a rate of 
wages as they mutually agree upon by 
themselves, and the right to name the 
conditions upon which their labor shall 
be sold. But it denies*the right of any 
labor organization to interfere in any 
manner with those engaged in like pur- 
suits who deem it to their own interest 
to join with them, orthe right to use 
threats affecting the efforts of those 
differing with them to gain a liveli- 
hood. 

The following conclusions are reached 
in the decision; ‘‘Thatthe San Fran- 
cisco Abend Post, not being amenable 
to the ‘rules of Typographical Union 
No. 22, and electing to assume all risks 
of conflict with said rules, if exercised 
within certain limits, are justified in 
the continued use of said plate-mtater, 
without any interference with their 
trade or patronage -by any union or 


' body of unions. 


“It appears that the question of the 
use or non-use of platesis not a vital 
principle of typographical unions; that 
itis indorsed by the International Union 
to the extent of relegating the settle- 
ment of the subject to local unions. 
Neither is their use limited to obscure 
country papers, nor regulated by the 
population of towns or cities where 
used, their use being permitted in large 
cities like New York and Philadelphia, 
obiected to in Sacramento, permitted 
in Oakland and denied in San Fran- 
cisco, the imposition of this restriction 
by unions being apparently gauged en- 
tirely by their power, and not asa 
question of principle. The absence of 
principle as an essence is further evi- 
denced by its willingness to permit the 
use of plates in cases where their rules 
positively prohibit it, providing a 
money consideration be paid therefor. 

Committee of Investigation 
further concludes that while Typo- 
graphical Union No. 22 or its members 
may elect to decline employment in the 
office of the San Francisco Abend Post, 
except oh its or their own conditions, 
yet there appears to be no essential 
principle of unionism involved in its 
position, such as rate of wages or num- 
ber of hours, and thatits action in at- 
tacking the Business of the San Fran- 
cisco Abend Post by appointment of 
persons specially authorized to make 
threats against its patrons or otherwise 
is an unwarrantable invasion of the 
rights of the community, and a direct 
violatiomof the law as defined in such 
cases.”’ 7

The trial of the case of Mrs. Eliza M. 
Tibbetts et al. vs. Eugene T. Smith et 
al.. a suit to recover $1000 damages 
tor-the loss of a house by fire, was com- 
menced before Judge Wade and a jury 
in Department Three yesterday. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were G. Baker, Phil. Blind, C. Bur.

Plaintiffs alleged that on December 
1, 1886, they leased to defendents a 
five-room frame cottage on lot U, block 
194, at Santa Monica, for $10 per 
month. That on December 1, 1890, 
defendants, without the consent of the 
plaintiffs, connected an ordinary stove 
inside the building with a tin oil can 
outside by means of a pipe, , through 
which they ran crude oilinto the stove. 
One week later, to-wit: on December 
8, 1890, Mrs. Smith had some callers 
atthe house, and as*it was a- little 
chilly she attempted to light the stove, 
but, not understanding it, accidentally 
ignited the oilin the pipe, with the result 
that the house was burned to the 
ground ina few minutes, she and_ her 
friends barely escaping with their lives 
from the building. Forthe loss of the 
building, a fence and a quantity of 
shrubbery and plants plaintiffs seek to 
recover damages in the sum of #1000. 

After hearing part of the testimony 
for the plaintiffs court adjourned for 
the day, the matter going over until 
10 o’clock this morning. | 

THAT FRESNO DISTILLERY. 

The trial of the case of the United 
States against Henry Wolters and oth-
